Call  it  close,  call  it  tough,  or  just  plain  bad  luck;  whatever,  victory  for  the 
'7 0-'71  Puma  was  truly  “one  step  beyond  the  efforts  of  those  who  tried.” 

Football  was  by  far  the  winningest  sport  but  when  the  chips  were  down 
Evansville  held  onto  its  eight-point  lead  just  long  enough  to  deny  the  Pumas 
their  first  ICC  football  crown  in  1  3  years.  Even  the  defending  NCAA  Great 
Lakes  Regional  Basketball  Champs  couldn’t  put  it  together  long  enough  to 
finish  above  .500.
